Health of Animals to be Aided by Law | 


When the livestock of the Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, passed 
in parade before a group of farmers, 
recently, George W, Muir, Dominion 
Animal Husbandsman, took the oppor- 
tunity to impress upon his audience 
the importance of protecting the 
health and productiveness of «Il farm | 
animals from the effects of mineral ' 
deficiencies in their rations. Mr, Muir 
said that until the soil’s supply of the 
essential minerals could be built up, | 
in phosphate particularly, by liberal | 
and judicious fertilizing, the produce | 
grown thereon would be deficient in 
minerals, and consequently the need 
for a mineral supplement to the feed 
was obvious. He warned against the 
purchase of these indiscriminately, ad- 
vising the farmers to show preference 
for one with a reputation behind it, 
not high priced, yet containing in well 
balanced proportions and in assimil- 
able forms all the minerals necessary, 

The regulations of the revised Feed- 
ing Stuffs Act, passed recently, con- 
tain provisions for the control of min- 
eral supplements and their sale, by 
requiring from the manufacturer a 
guarantee of the contents, in percent- 
ages, and fixing certain limite of tol- 
eration, In passing this legislation Ca-

To Heart Is Built 
Suilding a new pipeline to 
heart in one of the most delicate of 
all surgical operations was declared 
by Dr. Harold Feil and Dr, Claude 
S. Beack of Cleveland to have 


| brought back to near normal a dozen 


people near death from starvation of 
the heart. 

In an address before the Ameri- 
can Medical Association at Atlantic 
City the Cleveland surgeons explain- 
ed how they sever a portion of the 
large chest muscle and insert one of 
the free ends into a small slot in the 
pericardium, or outer sac which en- 
closes the heart itself, 

This cnd of the muscle attaches 
to the heart, they explained, by na- 
tural growth and thus a pipeline is 
established from the blood supply of 
the muscle to the heart. Twenty 
persons in advanced stages of heart 
trouble have had these pipelines in- 
stalled, they added, and eight died 
within 10 days after operation. 

The remaining 12 were materially 
benefited and five of them returned 
to the jobs they held before the oper- 
ation. Further refinements of tech- 
nique promised to further reduce the 
number of deaths from the operation, 
Dr. Beack declared, 


Wages Low In Jugoslavia 


Workers’ Pay Just Allows Them A 
Wretched Existence 
Women employed in industry in 


Jugoslavia are rapidly increasing in 
numbers, according to data contained 
in the daily paper Pravda. The num- 
ber has mounted from 61,000 to 230,- 
000 in three years, Of these, almost 
haif are under 22 years. 

This rapid increase in the number 
of women workers is said to be due 
to the economic crisis. The wages of 
men are so low that women have to 
seek employment in order to eke out 
the family income. This very 


pay of both men and women. 

Most women receive less than half 
a dollar a day, and girls even less. 
Jugoslavia’s labor laws, which are ex- 
cellent in theory, are left unapplied 
in a great many cases.

About Honey 


Colour Is Not A’ Factor 
Food Value 


In Honey 


The increased use of honey, 4s 
food, for instance, and as a developer 
of energy for athletes, and an ingt 
dient in home cooking, has not vet 
dispelled many popular fallacies cor 
nected with it. Contrary to general 
opinion, colour does not affect the 
food value of honey in y way 
Honey varies in colour, from water 
white to a very dark brown, accord 
ing to the kind of flowers from which 
it is gathered. The difference in 
colour is caused by certain sub 
stances in the nectar of different 
flowers that absorb the rays of light 
in varying degrees 

The flavours of honey vary just as 
much as its colour, and there is no 
difficulty in finding a flavour to suit 
the most discriminating tast As a 
rule, the lighter the « of the 
honey, the more ce + it 
flavour. Therefore, when honey is to 
be substituted for sugar in cooking, 
it is the light-coloured honeys that 
are recommended, When honey is 
used in place of jams id marma 
lades, each and every colour ot 
flavour has its advocate 

Granulation of honey, as many 
people seem to think, is not an in 
dication of adulteration. Rather, it 
is a sign of purity All Canadian 
honey granulates sooner or later, de 
pending largely upon the proportion 
of the two invert sugars it con- 
tains. The greater the proportion of 
levulose to dextrose, the longer the 
honey will remain in liquid form 
Levulose, or fruit sugar found in 
honey, is non-granulating and is the 
sweetest sugar so far found in na- 


ture.
